Betas Miexs, who for about fifty years had 
Preached the truths of the Gospel with ondannted 
energy aud unwonted success, was selected as the 
first veetin of this arbitrary power There were 
several reasons for this selection. In the first 
Place he was a man as remarkable for the boldness 
sith which he assailed the popular doctrines of the 
Paisity, the Ourwanp ATONEMENT or vica- 
rious sacrifice of Christ, and other appendages of 
these superstitions opinions, as he was for his ho- 
nest plain dealmg with those whose mfluence in so- 
ciety depended more on their wealth than their 
religious worth’ to hie ministry, he spared nei 
ther friends nor foes. Like his divine master he pro- 
wouneed “the terrors of the Lord for sin” against 
the high professors of religion, with as much 
pltinness as against the obseurcet sinnef It is 
now about ten years since PE heard the first whisper 
against hun asa minister. It was from one of the 
eklers, who had retired from business, and was 
living in handsome style ou his sic per cents’ he 
good old Elias, had that day, in a discourse in one 
ot the Meeting -houses, in this eity, preached agains 
USURY. He had opened with great clearness, 
the sin of living in luxury and idleness on the a- 
hour of others'—He had charged them “ that arc 
rich.in tha workd pot to be high minded, nor to 
trust in uncertain riches.” Without intending to 
hurt the feehngs of any living creature, he had 
been inadvertently dealing out censure against the 
greater part of lus Gallery friends, for bes remarks 
appled with Peculor force to most of those who 
satin “ the eliet seats of the synagogue.” 

It was a serioustime, The doctrine could neither 
be misunderstood nor misapplicd—it intheted « 
wound which time has not healed, and which has 
been followed by a persecution as remarkable for 
its continuance, as for the hostility of its character 

About this time in conversation with one of the 
most conspicuous elders of the Society in Vhita- 
delphia, who had advoeated some opimons of the 
old school, Elias told him that he admired at his a 
norance. ‘To aeouse such an one of ** ignorance’ 
wasa crime not to be forgiven, and the frst open 
act of hostility to this venerable gospel minister 
very soon followed. Being on a religions visit to 
Friends in the city, he attended Pine street Month- 
ly Meeting. After he had conetuded his religious 
labours amongst the men, he expressed a concern 
to visit the women's meeting. His request was 
granted, and a Friend was nominated to aceom- 
pany him in the serviee. While on this errand, 
and contrary toall precedent in such cases, the ot- 
tended elder in conjunction with a few others, 
broke up the Meetng! Such an indignity offered 
to a stranger, engaged in the service of the Gospel, 
created great uneasiness—but come apology. was 
made, aud the offence was passed by. 

In the year 1822, Blias Hicks obtained from bis 
monthly meeting a certificate to visit his tricnds in 
our country, and to the southward as far as Balti- 
more. No sooner was it known ia Philadelphia, 
than it was determined to meet him by a powerful 
epposition, Operations were commenced before 
he left home. I beheve it was in the cighth month 
of that year, that the Meeting for Suffermgs met in 
the city. “This occasion was deemed propitious, 
aud a friend was stationed at the deor of the 
Meeting-house to notify certain persons—piched 
men—to keep their seats at the conclusion of the 
meeting. They did so; but asif Providence had 
designed to defeat this combination, one of these 
* picked men” was averse to the scheme, and could! 
by no means be persuaded to enlist himself in this 
unholy cause! By his means the plan was develop 
ed. 

This caacns meeting was opened by the offended 
elder. He stated in substance that © information 
had been reeeived that Flas Hicks intended to wi- 
st the city; that it was well known that he preach- 
ed doctrines which the society did not acknowledge, 
and fat he must be stopped.” With a view to the 
accomplishment of this object, a committee was 
then appointed, 

This measure “unauthorized by the Society, 
and unknown to its discipline,” was productive of 
the most serious consequences. ‘The solid re fleet- 
ing part of the Society, saw in it a usurpation of 
power, slarming in its nature, and which, if not 
cheeked, must terminate e:ther in despotism, or a 
dissolution of our compact. A few individuals, with- 
eut the shadow. of authority under the. discipline, 
called together by one or (wo members, and set- 
ting themselves up as judges, condemn a minister 
of another Yearly Meetung, without any overt act 
on lis part, and wahout any reason on theirs. So 
far from having committed any offence either 
against the doctrines or the diseypline of the Soei- 
ety, the goot old patriarch had not yet set out on 
hes journes '!
